REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited adhesive tape. The 
independent claims identify the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that include a polymer 
layer having a Shore A Hardness of 92 to 100 and an uniform thickness of about 0.020" to 
0.065", an adhesive layer attached to the polymer layer, wherein the adhesive has a peel adhesion 
greater than 2.0 lb/in width when peeled at 90 degree angle. The closest prior art of record, 
DeRusha et al., Johnston et al., Hornibrook et al., Reeves et al. and Goswami et al., disclose 
different adhesive tapes, which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the above limitations.
